N ewhouser, though a p rew ar p roduct, rose to stardom during 
w artim e, w inning 29 gam es in 1944 and 25 last season to w in the 
A m erican league’s cov eted most v aluable p lay er aw ard both times. 
In four p rew ar seasons, N ew houser n(*ver could rack up more 
than nine decisions. Of course, it m ay be that he needed exp erience, 
for h e ’ll be only 25 on May 20, 
Feller, who reached 27 last Nov, 3, nev er won the v aluable 
p lay er a w ard but he certainly set a group of crack p rew ar batters 
back on its collective ear, w inning 24 g a m ’s in 1939 then 27 the 
following cam p aign and 25 in 1941 before he w ent into the nav y . 
A nd he did it against batters like Ted W illiams ol the Boston 
Red Sox and Joe Dimaggio of the New York Yankees 
D av e Ferriss, the Red Sox rookie sensation w'ho won 21 games 
last sea.son after only one y ear of organized ball— G reensboro, N.C., 
P iedm on t league, 1942—is another w artim e star w hc m ay hav e 
the sluggers sending the horsehide whi.stling p ast his oars. 
David, 
though only 24, looks like he know s his way niound. 
C h and ler of the Y anks is another w’ho enjoy ed his best y ear 
w hile the hitters w ere in the service. 
Sp ud was good bt^fore the 
w a r but his 20 and 4 record of 1943 was his best feat 
H e’«; 36 and 
w h eth er two seasons in the arm y has dulled his effoctiveness re ­ 
m ains to be seen. 
But the big p itching question narrow s dou n to h’eller and Ncw- 
houser, not only in the m atter of v ictories but al.so in strikeouts. 
N ew houser top p ed the league in whiffs the last tw'o y ears w hile 
Feller held sway in that d ep artm e n t during those three seasons he 
p iled up 76 trium p hs.
